ILLINOIS SCHOOL FIRST ALPHA CONTACT py Everett, weasm 


Burbank Elementary School, near Chicago, Illinois, was the first school in the Amateur Radio on 
the International Space Station (ARISS) log. Several hundred people were witnesses to the first 
event of its kind on December 21. The first attempt on December 19th failed. 


Using the special call, NA1SS Space Station Commander, William “Shep” Shepherd, KD5GSL, 
aboard ALPHA responded to a call from SAREX/ARISS’ Charlie Sufana, AJON. After initial 
contact was made several students and a teacher interacted with Shep via amateur radio. This 
was the second ham radio history-maker for Shepherd. He held the first QSO from the Space 
Station last month with Randy Shriver, KG3N, of Hanover, Pennsylvania. 


In spite of terrible weather, Sufna and a team of ARISS hams spent two weeks getting ready for 
the first contact. Gear was placed and tested, antennas were mounted, and test runs were 
conducted. Even so, the first attempt on December 19th had not gone well. This time, everything 
seemed to work as planned. Numerous news media representatives were on hand at Luther 


Burbank Elementary School for the occasion. 


Science and math teacher Rita Wright, along with 14 students in 
first through eighth grades, got a chance to pose questions about 
Space Station Alpha. During the 10-minute pass, Shepherd was 
asked about his favorite thing about the ISS. He said, "I think the 
most favorite thing about being on space station is just the ability to 
float around in space. It's like you're not moving at all. You're just 
like in a pool and you can move anywhere you want, but there's no 
water in it." Shepherd said the crew is keeping detailed logs about 
life on the space station. He said the crew was enjoying taking 
pictures of Earth from space, "because you can see things that you 


can't see from the ground."

At the conclusion of the successful contact, the grateful crowd 
applauded loudly and offered up a hearty "thank you!" and "73!" to Shepherd and his Russian 
crewmates. Shepherd signed off by saying that he enjoyed the chat and was looking forward to 
more school QSOs with youngsters around the country. Two dozen schools are being considered 
for ARISS school contacts. Schools in Virginia and New York are scheduled for contacts in 


January.

color. Remember lapel pins are SMALL, so look at the design and picture putting metal around 
ee. color and know that someone has to put color in recesses; and if it is too small, they can't do it.

HAMS MONITOR OWLS 


Many radio amateurs and scanner enthusiasts monitored for migrating Burrowing Owls during 
fall 2000 and continue to monitor through the winter months. Jerry Batey, a graduate student 
in the Corpus Christi area, is beginning a 2-year study to trap, band, and place transmitters on 
over-wintering owls in the Corpus Christi area. Next year, a graduate student will do a similar 
study in the central grasslands of Mexico. Do these owls go to Canada in the spring? 
Researchers will take to the air then to find out. Here is the latest report, received 6 December 
2000 from Geoff Holroyd and Helen Trefry: 


"Today we confirmed a Saskatchewan burrowing owl in Texas! The owl is wearing a transmitter =) 
with frequency 172.452MHz and is near the tip of Smith Point, on the east shore of Galveston : 
Bay, southeast of Houston and northeast of Galveston. The owl was banded by Danielle Todd, 

who attached a necklace transmitter on the female owl near Milestone, Saskatchewan in July 

2000. 


"This is the first confirmed Canadian owl with a transmitter that has been located in Texas, and 
only the second confirmed winter record of a Canadian owl; the first was near McAllen, Texas 
two years ago. We have had three other transmitter signals located in Texas and Tamaulipus, 
but were never able to find the owls. Jason Duxbury heard the signals from the air that were 
identical as those placed on owls from Saskatchewan. In fact all five winter records are from 
owls tagged in Saskatchewan. There has never been an Alberta banded recovered south of 
Canadai" 


ARRL Seeks FCC Review of PRB-1 Decision 


The ARRL is asking the full FCC to review part of an FCC Order that declined to include CC&Rs- 
-covenants, conditions and restrictions--under the limited federal preemption known as PRB-1. 
The ARRL said its petition relative to the application of FCC PRB-1 policy to private land use 
regulations has not been afforded a thorough review and that the FCC should have the same 
interest in the effective performance of an Amateur Radio station regardless of whether the 
licensee's property is privately or publicly regulated. 

FCC Wireless Bureau Deputy Chief Kathleen O'Brien Ham turned down an ARRL Petition for 
Reconsideration that called on the FCC to declare that PRB-1 applies to amateurs governed by 


CC&Rs or condominium regulations just as it does to hams regulated solely by local zoning : 
laws. The ARRL now wants the full Commission to review--and reverse--O'Brien Ham's decision. ™ 
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Have you visited the club’s web 
site?

AOQ-40 is transmitting on 2401.305 MHZy everet, weasm 


Oops! Ham radio's newest satellite is in trouble. Malfunctions in AMSAT Oscar 40's propulsion system a 
have put the satellite into an unplanned orbit and silenced its transmissions. Controllers are working on 

what they hope will be a recovery plan. At 21:45 on Christmas day, Ian, ZLIAOX sent a RESET command 
through L-band and an initialization block to switch the S2 S-Band transmitter On. Just after the first 

attempt the S2 beacon came on 2401.305 MHz, Signal was about S5 to 6 which was comparable to when 

S2 was heard last during testing. At 00:30, December 26, signal strength has dropped to below S1 over a 
period of 30 minutes. The beacon was confirmed by several other stations in Australia, including Graham 
VKSAGR. All previous attempts to turn V-band On were unsuccessful, so we changed the strategy to try 

on S-Band. At the time of reception, AO-40's approximate distance from ZLIAOX was 61,470 kilometers 

(38,419 miles). 


Ian has succeeded in loading IPS software and a minimal operational package into AO-40. AO-40 is now 
sending telemetry (A blocks) that will enable an analysis of the status of the spacecraft. However, the 
power situation, in particular the battery voltages, look nominal. Command stations will uplink the entire 
operational software package, which in particular should establish positive control over the power 
generation system. 


From there on, the communications capabilities of the spacecraft will be explored. The 2-meter 
transmitter is considered off limits for the time being (in case that it may have been damaged and thus 
might have the potential to cause the IHU to crash). The risk is too large before the Warte-Orbits and 
Command-Assist programs have been updated to reflect the actual capabilities of the satellite available 
after the incident. 


Initial attempts to fire the satellite's rocket engine failed because helium valves did not open on command. 
Helium pressure is required to open the engine's fuel valves. Controllers were trying to raise the orbit. 
After sending up a series of commands, ground controllers were able to get the helium flowing, but not at 
required levels. 


AMSAT-North America President Robin Haighton, VE3FRH, said that enough pressure finally was built up “_) 
and the spacecraft was programmed to perform an initial engine burn on Monday, December 11. The 

burn began as scheduled, but for unknown reasons continued three minutes too long. They say this put 

AO-40 into an unplanned orbit with a 60,000 kilometer apogee. Apogee is the satellite's most distant 

point from Earth. AMSAT Germany President Kar] Meinzer, DJ4ZC and Haighton said very detailed 

information on the engine burn was collected and had already given some indications as to what went 

wrong. 


Then, the satellite went silent on Wednesday, December 13th. The last report of telemetry being received 
was at 11:16 UTC . On December 14th, AMSAT released a statement that said that telemetry 
transmissions from AO-40 stopped while work on the propulsion system was in progress. An 
investigation by the AO-40 development team was begun. It was hoped that onboard computer timeouts-- 
so-called "command-assist" software watchdog routines would restart the beacon telemetry and give the 
ground crew some clues as to why AO-40 suddenly stopped transmitting. That did not happen.

POSTAGE RATE CHANGES — JANUARY 7, uses news reiease 


While first-class domestic postage in the US will increase to 34 cents starting January 7, 2001, 
the cost of mailing a postcard--such as a QSL card--within the US will remain at 20 cents. The 
governors of the US Postal Service this week announced that the price of a first-class letter will 
rise to 34 cents, but the cost of each additional first-class ounce will decrease from 22 cents to 
21 cents. 

The new 34 cent letter-rate stamps went on sale December 15. 


a aternational mailing rates also will rise January 7. An airmail postcard (QSL) will cost 50 cents 
if bound for Canada or Mexico and 70 cents to anywhere else in the world. 


For other mail, the basic unit rate has been raised to one ounce--60 cents/ounce for Canada 
and Mexico; 80 cents elsewhere in the world, meaning users actually will be able to mail more 
for less. The complete rate schedule is available on the USPS Web site, http: //www.usps.gov/ 
news/2001rate.htm. 


CROATIAN UN WORKER KILLED IN WEST TIMOR WAS AMATEUR 


One of the three United Nations workers killed by a mob in West Timor was an Amateur Radio operator. Pero Simundza, 9A4SP, 
of Split, Croatia, had been in West Timor for nearly one year and had been active as 4W/9A4SP and as 4W6SP. He was 29. 
Simundza and two others, died when thousands of armed pro-Indonesian militiamen and their supporters stormed a UN office in 
West Timor, killing the three and injuring several others. Witnesses say the mob beat the three UN workers to death then burned 
their bodies in the street while Indonesian security forces stood by and did nothing to stop the violence. The UN staffers, who all 
worked for the UN High Commission for Refugees, had been involved in helping refugees from the conflict with East Timor, 
which voted last year to break away from Indonesia and is now administered by the UN. West Timor remains under Indonesian 
control. 


Prior to his service in West Timor, Simundza had been working for the UNHCR in his native Croatia and in Bosnia-Herzegovina. 
According to Teijo Nurmi, OH7NRW, of the UNHCR Telecommunications Unit in Geneva, Simundza had an opportunity late last 
year to join UNHCR’ international staff and was selected to serve in Atambua, West Timor. Nurmi says Simundz a managed 
communications for the Atambua UNHCR office. Nurmi says that Simundza recently returned to West Timor after a 
holiday, had just purchased a new transceiver to upgrade his station in West Timor and was eager to get it set up. 9A4SP had 
eg operated portable from other countries including a stint from Albania last summer as ZA/9A4SP.

1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes as possible, using 147.54 FM 
simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, January 31, 2001. 
3) Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multi-operator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multi-operator QSO. Count two (2) points 
for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked, 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of real 
communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 
D) Rovers are not allowed as entries in the contest. Mobile stations can be contacted by 
stations in the contest. Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count toward the 
multiplier count. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
7) Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the February 14, 2001 OTVARC 
club meeting. (to: Jim Schaeffer, KB7ADH), or by mail to the Club Post Office Address. 
B) Entries must be made on log sheets showing time of QSO, Call, Zip Code and Contest Category. 
8) Awards: 
A) Certificates will be awarded for the top points winner in each station category. 
B) Awards will be made at the club meeting March 14, 2001.
